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SHEDD MEMORIAL PLAQUE 
PRESENTED TO U. OF ILLINOIS 


A bronze plaque dedicated to the memory and in 
recognition of the long years of dedicated service 
given by Prof. Thomas C. Shedd to engineering in Illi- 
nois was presented Saturday, January 7, to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 


The Illinois Society of Professional Engineers pre- 
sented the plaque. It will hang in Civil Engineering 
Hail along side a photograph of the late Mr. Shedd. 
professor of structural engineering for 26 years at the 
UI. A duplicate plaque will hang in the state office 


of the Illinois Society of Professional Engineers, 
Springfield. 


Prof. W. A. Oliver 
of the CE department 
was chairman of the 
Shedd Memorial 
Committee. He was 
assisted by Profs. 
J. W. Briscoe and 
Edward E. Bauer;

Representatives of various organizations in which 
Prof. Shedd was a participant, including Board of Di- 
rection of the I.S.P.E., Urbana Exchange Club, Con- 
eregational Church, Structural Engineers Examining 
Committee, Professional Engineering Examining Com- 
mittee, Illinois Engineering Council, and University 
civil egineering faculty were at the luncheon. 


President LeVerne D. Hudson, Springfield, of the 
1S.P.E., in presenting the plaque, said it is a symbol 
of ‘‘our affection and especially those of us who were 
his students.”’ 


“The fundamental truths he taught always will be 
of value to us,’’ Mr. Hudson said. ‘‘His contributions, 
technical greatness, service and establishment of the 
Engineering Act and his protection of the act are to 
be cherished. 


‘‘He always carried more than his share of the pro- 
fession with him,’’ Mr. Hudson added. ‘‘He was rec- 
ognized as a teacher and one of our great educators.”’ 


Dean William lL. Everitt of the College of Engi- 
neering, said, ‘‘Prof. Shedd came to the engineering 
profession at a time when his influence was profound— 
when there was need for professional development and

legislation in Illinois and the United States to help 
engineering move forward. His was a contribution 
hardly matched in the United States.’’ 


Prof. Nathan M. Newmark, civil engineering de- 
partment head, in accepting the plaque for the depart- 
ment, said it honors one of the University’s ‘‘great 
teachers, Thomas C. Shedd.’’ 


““By its action, the LS.P.E. has focused attention 
on the most important part of our University pro- 
gram, the bringing of outstanding and dedicated teach- 
ers together with capable and eager students. We 
shall continue to strive to meet this goal in spite of 
handicaps such as inadequate physical facilities. 


“The LS.P.E. might help us even more if they could 
arrange to have the plaque honoring Prof. Shedd 
placed in the hallway of a new Civil Engineering 
Building. We hope it will be the beginning of a bright 
new day for the department. With your help it may 
well be so.’’ 


Continuing, Dr. Newmark said, ‘‘ great teachers like 
Prof. Shedd are rare. Their influence and the contrib- 
ution to the successful careers of their students are 
enormous. We look back with fond memories on the 
36 years of Prof. Shedd’s teaching activities here. We 
can realize only in small part what he gave to all of us 
and to his many students the world over. That these 
students and former associates remember his help and 
his guidance is evident from the fact that the Shedd- 
Vawter Memorial Fund has deposited in it now nearly 
$10,000. This fund will be placed in the University’s 
endowment and the interest will be used soon to sup- 
port scholarships in civil engineering. 


‘Your plaque and these scholarships will keep alive 
the memory of one of our most valuable teachers.’’ 
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THE NEED FOR MODIFICATION OF THE 
TEACHER CERTIFICATION STATUTES 


By Prov. Jerry 8. Doprovouny, Head of General 
Engineering, U. of I. 

The critical shortage of adequately trained engi- 
neering technicians has brought to focus another prob- 
lem; that is, the critical shortage of qualified teachers 
to teach in the technical institutes and junior colleges 
offering high level Engineering Technology programs 
leading to an Associate Degree. The State of Hlinois 
is woefully lacking in technical institutes. At the pres- 
ent time, there is only one school in the state that has 
a program approved by the Engineering Council for 
Professional Development, and that is DeVry Tech- 
nical Institute in Chicago, Illinois. In addition to this, 
Southern Illinois University at Carbondale has a Vo- 
cation-Technical Institute that does a very fine job for 
training technicians for Southern Illinois. No doubt 
in the very near future, they will apply for accredi- 
tation by E.C.P.D. 

There are several engineering technicians programs 
being started through the Office of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction as a result of the National De- 
fense and Education Act of 1958. Many of these pro- 
erams are being inaugurated as night school sessions, 
and require three calendar years to complete one aca- 
demic year of work. The College of Engineering at 
the University of Illinois has organized a Technical JIn- 
stitute Curriculum Advisory Committee to act in an 
advisory capacity in development of these National De- 
fense and Education Act Programs commonly referred 
to as Title VIII Programs. 

In discussing the various problems concerned with 
the staffing of these programs, it has become apparent 
that one of the most critical problems facing the State 
of Illinois in the future will be the training and de- 
velopment of qualified staff. At the present time every 
instructor who teaches in a Junior College must have 
about sixteen semester hours of education courses in or- 
der to be certified by the State of Illinois. This require- 
ment places a restriction on obtaining qualified staff to 
teach in technical curricula in these institutions since 
engineers and scientists do not have these education 
courses; however, they may be eminently qualified to 
teach technical courses. Steps are being taken, through 
the Office of Public Instruction, to remedy this situa- 
tion. 

In addition to this, the College of Education and the 
College of Engineering at the University of Illinois are 
developing a Master’s Degree Program for training in- 
structors for technical institute and technical curricula 


87TH CONGRESS STARTS 
AT HECTIC PACE: 

The first session of the new Congress officially gott 
underway at 12:00 Noon on Tuesday, January 3, 1961. . 
From the more than 2,000 bills introduced during the: 
first several days, plus current indications of future leg- - 
islative action, the 87th Congress promises to be particw. - 
larly significant for the engineering profession. Many | 
of the proposals are repeats or slight modifications of | 
bills which were pending as the 86th Congress concluded | 
its business last year. Others, however, are relatively’ 
new on the scene. 

Then, too, a series of special task force reports sub- - 
mitted to President Kennedy on such subjects as aid! 
to education, defense reorgamzation, depressed areas, , 
the state of the Nation’s economy, housing, natural re- - 
sources and a proposed Point-4 Youth Peace Corps give » 
some indication of possible areas of legislative activity ° 
which the new Administration may pursue. 

Because of the tremendous number of bills intro- - 
duced during the first few days, it will be some time: 
before they are all printed and referred to appropriate : 
committees. Meanwhile, from their titles alone, 7t ts : 
evident that a substantial number are of direct interest 
to or affect the engineering profession on such matters | 
as aid to education, amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
Act, retirement tax benefits for self-employed profes- 
sionals, establishment of a National Science Academy, - 
additional pay for scientists in the military services, 
proposed establishment of a Department of Urban Af- 
fairs, expanded public works projects, ete. 


in junior colleges. The National Science Foundation 
has made a grant to the University of Illinois to conduct 
a summer institute in engineering technology, This will 
be held at the University, June 19-August 21, 1961. 

I would like to urge the IL.S.P.E. to lend more than 
just spiritual support to the movement that would en- 
courage the state legislature to amend the teachers’ 
certification statutes to permit qualified engineers in 
local communities to teach technical courses in techni- 
cal institutes. At the present time, an individual can 
obtain a temporary certificate. However, the statutes 
should be revised to be consistent with the practices fol- 
lowed in higher education, such as the College of En- 
gineering, where staff members are hired on the basis” 
of technical competency in a subject area rather than | 
on the basis of having fulfilled certain course require- 
ments in education. 

This is not to say that some on-the-job training 
should not be undertaken by the novice instructor in 
such subject matter as educational philosophy and psy- 
chology testing procedures. However, steps should be 
taken immediately by the society to urge modification 
of the statutes to permit qualified men to teach. 
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LOVE THAT 1.B.M.! 


The installation of an I1.B.M. Key Punch and Sorter 
in the headquarters office during the latter part of 1960

Other areas of work in which distinct progress has 
been made were in sending Chapter and National dues 
payments at the end of January and in running bank 
deposits. With the flip of a switch, the amounts due 
National, State, or Chapter can be suppressed or re- 
corded as the procedure requires. Even our auditors 
are impressed with the versatility of our mechanical 
genius ! 


During the planning stages of our I.B.M. installation, 


it was proposed that Office Manager Mary Watt be 
trained in the use of all equipment involved. So, back 
to school for her! She has been enrolled at I.B.M.’s Re- 
gional Education Center in Chicago for the week be- 
ginning February 13. If it is possible, in addition to 
the key punch instruction, training will be given in 
wiring and program planning. 


Upon learning that enrollees’ work is scored and 
graded, Mrs. Watt remarked, ‘‘I must come out with at 
least ‘above average’ or my parental influence might 
suffer a set-back. I’m going to buck for an ‘excellent’ 
rating.’”’ 


At any rate, the automation in record keeping is a 
big step forward in I.8.P.E. administrative history and 
will allow us to give better service to our members 
through man-hours saved on paper work being used for 
more ‘‘professional activities. The full meaning of a 
slogan printed on I.B.M. supply cartons—Working 
Paper...

' While engineers and managers in industry pretty 
well agree on the ingredients of professionalism, they 
do not always see eye-to-eye on what is being done 
‘and what should be done to advance the concept. 

The sixth of a series of surveys published by the 
Professional Engineers Conference Board for Industry 


lindustrial managers feel that companies are doing 
( nore to advance professionalism than engineers give 
‘them credit for. The survey, ‘‘Engineering Profession- 
alism in Industry,’’ conducted for 
7P.E.C.B.I. by the Opinion Research 
fUorporation of New Jersey, uncovers 
‘the following differences of opinion: 


rofessional Status 

Fifty-six per cent of managers sur- 
weyed felt their companies recognize 
ithe professional status of engineers to 
ya ‘‘very high’’ degree, but only 26 per 
‘cent of engineers agreed, Most engineer's 
1(51 per cent) felt their professional 
sstatus was recognized by companies to 
jonly a ‘‘moderate’’ degree. 
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“Respect’’ for ‘‘Valuable Employees?’’ 
Almost 70 per cent of managers said 
‘management shows ‘‘genuine respect”’ 
ifor engineers, but only 36 per cent of 
fengineers agreed. Ninety per cent of 
‘managers rated engineers among the 
‘most valuable employees, but only 52 
per cent of engineers felt they are so 
regarded. ‘‘If companies are doing all 
‘the things they say they are,’’ con- 
jeludes the report, ‘‘many of thése pro- 
‘erams and policies are not now getting 
‘through to engineers.’’ 
|Management Efforts Get Results 
| Although many differences of opinion 
Lerop up in the survey, it is evident that 
genuine management efforts to improve 
professional conditions get results. Be- 
‘fore interviews were conducted, survey 
companies were analyzed and rated on 
actual efforts to promote professionalism 
-among engineers. 


| Engineers Disagree on Status 

- In the ‘‘high scoring’’ companies, 44 
‘per cent of engineers think management 
really believes in the professional status 
of engineers, while only seven per cent 
of engineers in the lower scoring com-

RAY V. TILLY RETIRES 


The consulting firm of Crawford, Murphy & Tilly 
has announced the retirement as of January 1, 1961, 
from active engineering practice of Ray V. Tilly, 65, 
a partner in that firm. Ray and his wife, Ellen, have 
established a home in Hemet, California. Although he 
is retiring from active practice, Ray will maintain an 
interest in the affairs of the consulting firm for the next 
five years. 

Ray Tilly was born and spent his early days in Cal- 
houn County, Illinois, where he acquired a skill and 
interest in nature lore, hunting, and fishing, which he 
still retains. Formal education was not regarded very 
highly at that time in Calhoun County, and Ray was 
considered a little bookish when he insisted on complet- 
ing his grade school education. In years immediately 
following, he worked on a number of jobs, including a 
lumber camp and harvesting up through the wheat belt. 
In 1917 he was working on a cattle ranch in North Da- 
kota when a patriotic urge persuaded him to enlist in 
the A.E.F. He served as a doughboy in France until 
that fracas was settled. After his return to the United 
States in 1919, he decided that despite the admonition 
of his Calhoun County friends, more education was de- 
sirable. He enrolled in a Y.M.C.A, high school in Se- 
attle and completed the entire high school curriculum 
in slightly more than one calendar year. By this time 
he had heard that the North Dakota legislature had 
passed a bonus bill to reward all World War I veterans 
who had enlisted from North Dakota. He journeyed to 
Bismarck, the State Capitol, and was advised that al- 
though a bonus bill had been passed, no money had been 
appropriated. However, it was suggested that he might 
be able to collect his bonus in the form of state services— 
such as tuition at a state college. On arriving at the 
University of North Dakota in Grand Forks, Ray was 
advised that their budget had been cut to the bone, so 
no free tuition could be offered to World War I veter- 
ans. Fortunately, at this low point, the Dean of the 
College of Engineering took an interest in Ray and per- 
sonally staked him to a loan to enroll in the College of 
Engineering at that University. 

With this start and by diligently applying his in- 
genuity and industrious character to work opportuni- 
ties which existed or could be created during spare time 
and summers, Ray attended the University of North 
Dakota for four years and was awarded a B.S.C.E. in 
1924. Later in 1936, he was awarded the professional 
degree of Civil Engineer by the same University, the 
first C. E. degree conferred by the University. 

Following his graduation, Ray worked with the U, S. 
Geological Survey and the consulting firm of Pearse, 
Greeley & Hansen until 1930. In 1924 he married Ellen 
Flinkman from Seattle, Washington, whom he had met 
during his prep school days and had courted by corre-

spondence and a few trips back to Seattle. Two chil- 
dren were born to this union, Patricia, who is now mar- 
ried and living at Santa Anna, California, and Gary,’ 
who is a graduate student at the University of Missouri, 
working toward a PhD in Psychology. 

In 1930, Ray entered into a partnership with Clifford | 
(. Wood and W. W. Walraven to form the consulting 
firm of Wood, Walraven & Tilly, He continued in ae ; 
tive practice as a member of that firm until 1938 when

he accepted an appointment as County Superintendent 
of Highways of Sangamon County. 

In January, 1946, following World War II, Ray en- 
tered into a partnership with Leonard K. Crawford and 
James P. Murphy to form the consulting firm of Craw- 
ford, Murphy & Tilly. In 1949, Ray resigned as County 
Superintendent of Highways to participate full time 
as an active partner in the consulting firm. 


Ray is a member of ISPE, NSPE, ASCE, IACH, 
AWWA, and CSSIWA. He has served as a member of 
the Professional Engineers Examining Committee for 
Illinois from 1952 to his resignation in 1960, He has been 
a Shriner, a Jester, and a Rotarian for many years. His 
many friends in the Illinois Society of Professional En- 
gineers will miss Ray’s sage and good nature friendship 
and advice in professional gatherings, but all join in 
wishing him happiness in his new residence.

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Why prestressing increases efficiency 
of modern concrete —and brings new economy 


Prestressed concrete is the Horatio Alger of construction 
materials. Ten years ago it was practically unknown in 
the U.S. Today, the production of prestressed beams and 
slabs. is a $500 million industry. 

A-basically simple idea, prestressing is achieved with 
high-tensile steel wires placed lengthwise in a concrete 
beam. These are stretched with hydraulic jacks and 
either anchored at both ends of the beam or bonded to 
the concrete. The wires, trying to pull back to their orig- 
inal length, give the beam a ‘‘Paul Bunyan”’ squeeze that 
dramatically increases its strength. Two general methods 
of prestressing are in use: pretensioning and postten- 
sioning. In the first, wires are stretched before the con- 
crete is cast . . . in the other, after the concrete has hard- 
ened, as pictured above. 


Prestressing has already been proved in the building 
of thousands of bridges and commercial and industrial 
structures. Dams, circular tanks and pressure pipe have 
also benefited from the economy it brings. 

This year’s use of prestressed concrete is expected to 
jump 60% over 1958. And its versatility suggests there 
is practically no limit to its potential uses. 

Prestressing is one more area in which the Portland 
Cement Association is today making valuable contribu- 
tions. It is carrying on continuing research projects— 
testing, evaluating, and making new technical informa- 
tion broadly available. In this way, the 74 progressive 
(and competing) cement manufacturers who comprise 
the Association work together to serve more effectively 
the construction needs of the nation.

Central casting yards 
permitted mass production and close quality con- 
trol. Maintenance is expected to be the lowest of 
any major bridge system. 
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
